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IN  APPRECIATION 


DR.  JAMES  A.  BOYER,  President  Emeritus  and  Professor  of  English  here  at  Saint  Augustine's  College, 
could  undoubtedly  tell  us  a  few  things  about  the  college.  Though  not  a  professed  practitioner  of  oral  history, 
his  long-standing  association  with  Saint  Augustine's  allows  him  to  speak  from  a  first-hand  perspective  about 
the  growth  of  the  institution  into  a  nationally  recognized  college  and  its  significant  impact  on  the  community. 

Dr.  Boyer  literally  grew  up  on  the  campus.  He  attended  the  Saint  Augustine's  High  School  and  Junior 
College,  receiving  his  diploma  in  1927.  His  father,  the  late  Charles  H.  Boyer,  was  a  dean  of  the  college  and 
exposed  young  James  to  the  inner  workings  of  academia  at  an  early  age.  This  exposure,  no  doubt,  whetted 
Dr.  Boyer's  appetite  for  learning  and  nurtured  his  love  for  the  institution  that  he  has  given  so  generously  to. 
Fifty-plus  years  is  a  long  time  and  the  loyal  and  dedicated  service  merits  commendation. 

Dr.  Boyer  matriculated  at  Morehouse  College  in  Atlanta,  Ga.  and  received  his  undergraduate  degree  in 
1931.  Advance  degrees  were  earned  at  Atlanta  University  and  the  University  of  Michigan  (Ed.  D,  1949).  He 
returned  to  Saint  Augustine's  College  in  1934,  working  as  an  instructor.  He  has  served  in  various  other  ca- 
pacities. 

From  1955  to  1966,  Dr.  Boyer  served  as  President  of  Saint  Augustine's  College.  During  his  administration 
the  college  experienced  substantial  growth  in  facilities,  academic  offerings,  and  in  student  enrollment.  The 
look  of  the  campus  changed  with  the  construction  of  Atkinson  Hall,  Emery  Gymnasium,  Lynch  and  Baker 
Halls  and  the  faculty  housing  units.  The  quality  of  the  faculty  improved  also  to  keep  pace  with  the  modern 
world  and  the  accompanying  technological  advances.  The  leadership  of  Dr.  Boyer  was  instrumental  in  assur- 
ing these  improvements. 

In  1966,  Dr.  Bover  decided  that  he  wished  to  return  to  the  classroom.  His  love  of  teaching  and  the  interac-

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The  social  aspect  of  college  life  often  gives  flavor  and  even  character  to  the  college  years.  In 
many  ways  it  can  help  one  to  define  his/her  person.  It  is  very  much  a  given  here  at  Saint  Augus- 
tine's College  as  it  is  at  every  institution  of  higher  learning  and  it  can  be  as  rewarding  or  per- 
iodically as  unsettling  as  we  allow  it  to  be.  It  all  depends  on  our  individual  choices  and  the  re- 
spect we  show  for  the  rules  of  thumb  and  other  people.  Be  we  party  animals  or  party  poopers  or 
zealots  of  other  distinctions,  there  are  dues  that  will  be  paid.  And  the  "PAY  ME  NOW  OR  PAY 
ME  LATER  commercial  is  apt  to  strike  a  chord  before  these  years  of  discovery  and  liberality 
are  a  done  deal. 

Every  day  becomes  a  new  learning  experience  for  most  of  us  and  whether  the  learning  is 
done  within  the  classroom  setting  or  within  the  periphery,  it  is  part  of  that  which  makes  the 
college  experience  unique  and  beneficial.  Freedom  and  flexibility  are  often  at  their  zenith.  At  a 
small  liberal  arts  institution  such  as  Saint  Augustine's,  the  intimateness  of  the  setting  generally 
assures  close  personal  contact  with  instructors.  The  learning  environment  is  one  that  we  can 
easily  appreciate.  This  and  the  comraderie  we  share  with  our  peers  and  associates  equip  us  with 
a  support  system  that  allows  us  to  hone  our  interactive  skills  by  developing  a  basic  understand- 
ing of  human  nature/relationships  and  a  profound  enjovnient  of  people. 

There  is  so  much  to  ingest  that  one  can  easily  get  caught  up  in  the  everyday  doings  .  .  .  and 
the  excesses.  In  our  fervor  to  stay  abreast  of  all  the  happenings  and  learn  the  ropes  and  make 
our  presence  felt,  the  hardest  thing  is  often  knowing  when  to  say  when.  Say  what?  Fraternities 
and  sororities  don't  necessarily  rule  the  roost,  but  they  do  hold  a  prominent  place  on  the  social 
ladder.  Many  on  the  lower  rungs  join  and  it  s  interesting  to  note  the  immediate  change  that 
sometimes  takes  place.  Where'd  you  get  your  membership  card.  Sears?  Just  kidding.  But 
anyway,  everything  is  relative.

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HARVEY  GANTT  MAKES  BID 
FOR  U.S.  SENATE  SEAT 

The  1990  U.S.  Senate  race  may  well  ha\e  been  a 
commentary  on  the  general  state  ot  affairs  in  North 
Carolina  —  both  in  politics  and  in  socio-economic 
outlooks.  Harvey  Gantt,  an  architect  and  former 
mayor  of  Charlotte,  N.C. ,  was  vying  for  the  seat  held 
by  three  term  Republican  incumbent  and  ultra- 
conservative  Senator  Jesse  Helms.  Tlie  campaign 
would  turn  out  to  be  a  heated  one  centering  on  the 
issues  of  pro-choice,  education  and  race  as  e\  idenced 
by  allegations  of  scare  tatics  designed  to  polarize  the 
electorate. 

The  historical  implications  of  the  race  and  the 
widely  differing  views  of  the  candidates  made  the 
race  a  focal  point  of  the  national  media.  Senator 
Helms,  a  standard  bearer  of  the  old  south  tradition, 
was  encoimtering  a  stiff  challenge  from  Gantt,  who 
was  attempting  to  become  the  first  Black  elected  to 
the  Senate  from  the  South  since  reconstruction.  As 
the  drama  unfolded,  the  polls  showed  Cantt  leading 
up  to  the  final  phases  of  the  campaign.  A  late  media 
blitz  and  negative  campaigning  may  have  enabled 
Helms  to  pull  out  the  victory. 

Perhaps  there  was  a  moral  victory  for  nuich  of 
North  Carolina's  populace.  Gantt  s  showing  in  the 
general  election  and  the  primaries  indicated  that 
North  Carolina  is  moving  fonvard  in  man\  ways. 
There  remains  room  for  continued  growth  and  pro- 
gressiveness. 

Saint  Augustine  s  College  students  had  the  pri\  i- 
lege  of  hearing  Harvey  Gantt  speak  on  Wednesda\ , 
October  31,  1990  in  Emery  Gymnasium  on  the 
campus.  The  general  election  was  just  two  weeks 
away  and  gave  us  a  golden  opportunity  to  e.xercise 
our  political  thought  and  seriously  consider  the 
merits  of  the  campaign.  Gantt  s  appearance  served  to 
further  enlighten  us  by  stimulating  oiu"  political 
awareness  while  also  prodding  our  social  conscious- 
ness.
